Unless general rains [ Hill over 
the sun-baked plains sta lls within 
two weeks a food shortage is im­ 
minent, agricultural 
experts 
ad­ 
mitted. 
Dr. W. C. Coffey, federal 
farm reliei director for the north­ 
west, declared: 
“ The truth 13 the United States 
is threatened with a food shortage 
Should the 
drought 
remain un­ 
broken 
for another 
two weeks 
practically every 
section 
of the 
country known as the food sur­ 
plus producing area, wull be wip­ 
ed out. 
The situation is acute.” 
OFFER NO RELIEF 
Yet government weather experts 
could offer no immediate hope of 
relief. 
Temperatures that climb­ 
ed well above the 100 degree mark 
esterday to 
shatter 
records in 
many areas still held sway. There

rains, although 
conditions in the 
upper air strata were forecast as

The action of the 
disciples was In strange contrast 
with Mary’s love. 
Ju das Iscariot 
was the leader, bu t the whole aspos- 
tolic company were led by him. The 
real thing that hu rt Ju das was the 
loss of the money for which the 
ointment might have been sold; not 
that he cared for the poor (John 
12:3, 6). 
3. Mary defended by Christ (vv. 
10-13). 
Jesu s cou ld not allow his 
most appreciative disciple to lie u n­ 
der this censu re so he came to her 
rescu e. 
In spite of their criticism, 
he had 
nothing bu t the highest 
praise for her deed. 
As a resu lt 
of Christ's defense. Ju das ts so 
stingingly rebu k ed that he hastens 
away to betray his Lord.

This took place while they 
were eating the Passover. It may he 
that the reason for this annou nce­ 
ment at„this time was to afford J u ­ 
das a last opportu nity to repent.

.Tesu s 
sorrowing even

death (vv. 8 7, 38 ). 
The cau se of 
his 
.su ffering 
was 
not 
primarily 
physical bu t spiritu al. 
He was be­ 
ing made sin for u s (II Cor. 5:21). 
4. The prayer itself (v.'39 ). *‘0 
my Father, If it be possible, let this 
cu p pass from me.” 
What was this 
cu p? 
It was not a prayer to be 
delivered from the cross. The idea 
that he desired to* escape from the 
cross and thu s stop all his redemp­ 
tive work is not to be entertained. 
Redemption throu gh the sacrifice of 
himself was the su preme pu rpose j 
of his coming into the world. The i 
holiness and perfection of his na- 1 
tu re moved him to shrink from the 
mou ntain of sin which was rest- j 
ing u pon him.

got un ­ 
der way. 
The justice readily ex­ 
plained tha t he closed out his a c ­ 
counts, carried in four banks, "be­ 
cause th.* banks were charging $3 
m onth to carry the account and 1 
could not afford to pay it." 
He 
w as equally ready with an explan­ 
ation concerning the ag g reg ate of 
his deposits. 
It w as an "in-and- 
out" process he said, he m aking 
borrowing and w ithdraw als from a 
bank one day and deposits the next 
It was disclosed that he obtained 
one loan of $3,000 from the head 
of an automobile 
casualty com ­ 
pany which "often” was a defend­ 
an t in accident cases heard in his 
court. 
W hatever m ay be the outcome

The Jewish authorities in secret 
conclave were plotting 10 silence his 
voice by putting him to death. It 
was the divine purpose that,he die. 
In their wickedness they were plot- 
ting to do that which God had or- 
dained. In spite of themselves they 
were moving in the line of God's 
decree. 


It. Mary of Bethany Anoints Jesus 


(vv. 6-18). 


1. The place of the act (vv. (5, 7). 


This anointing occurred when Jesus 
was at meat in Simon's house. 


2. The Indignation of the disci- 


ples (w. 8, 9). The action of the 
disciples was in strange contrast 
with Mary's love. 
Judas Iscariot 


was the leader, but the whole aspos- 
tolic company were led by him. The 
real thing that hurt Judas was the 
loss of the money for which the 
ointment might have been sold; not 
that he cared for the poor (John 
12:5, 6). 


3. Mary defended by Christ (vv. 


30-13). Jesus covild not allow his 
most appreciative disciple to lie un- 
der this censure so he came to her 
rescue. 
In spite of their criticism, 


he had nothing but the highest 
praise for her deed- 
As a result 


of GhrJst's defense. .Tiidas is so 
atlnglngly rebuked that he hastens 
away to betray Ids Lord. 


4. The meaning of this act (vv. 


12, 13). By sitting at Jesus' feet in 
loving fellowship, she obtained a 
grasp of truth which none of the 
other disciples had. She saw that 
his body was to be broken and that 
his precious life was to go out.

Satan had so complete a 
mastery over Judas that he sold his 
Lord for the price of a slave (Exod. 
21:32).

were eating the Passover. It may he 
that the reason ft>r this announce- 
ment at^thls time was to afford Ju- 
dns a last opportunity to repent. 
Jesus' words, "He that dippeth his 
hand with me In the dish the same 
shall betray me." revealed the dark- 
ness of the crime. 


IV. The Disciples Warned (vv. 31- 


35). 


This took place as they walked 


from the upper room to the Garden 
of Gethsemane.

4. The prayer Itself (v. ^Q). -Q 


my Father, if it be possible, let this 
cup pass from m«." What was this 
cup? 
It was not a prayer to be 


delivered from the cross. The Idea 
that he desired to escape from the 
cross and thus stop all .his redemp- 
tive work Is not t</ be entertained.
